But many years ago when | authored the "News From 
Down Under" column in this newsletter Field Day was even 
then more of a contest than a disaster preparedness drill, at 
least as Field Day was then approached by the HAM club | 
belong to in Orange County. Disasters/emergencies give no 
notice. No time to make sure the computer works and the 
logging software is "on-line". No time to get high gain yagis 
and rotors up before the "drill" begins. So? So what! Let's 
continue to experience Field Day as it has evolved. Let's 
spend reasonable money to have rotors and yagis and towers 
for this "contest". Let's continue to use it to stimulate newer 
HAMs and newer operators the HF bands. Let's continue to 
enjoy it as an incentive for licensee upgrades. Let's continue 
to enjoy it as a "contest" (as a contest op | find nothing wrong 
with that - a good contest op is probably a good emergency 
communications coordinator too since pulling in "Weak ones" 
off a congested frequency builds emergency communications 
skills). But let's add to the annual mix for MDARC a couple of 
unscheduled, unannounced simulated emergency drills. Ones 
where operators are called out in response to a realistic 
disaster scenario (how about a 7.1 on the Concord Fault as a 
starter) and are judged not by total QSOs, hourly QSO rates, 
or final “scores”, but by accuracy of simulated emergency 
messages they are asked to handle for local public safety 
agencies, the Red Cross, etc. 


In conclusion, Field Day is not as advertised, but it is 
worthwhile for practical and social purposes. Let it proceed. 
Just supplement it with REAL emergency preparedness 
exercises. Then perhaps we'll all be happy with, and enjoy, 
Field Day the way that its been for a quarter of a century.

ANOTHER HAM'S VIEW 
by J.C. Smith, KC6EIJ 


It was an interesting, though off the subject, article written by 
Paul Girard that appeared in last month's Carrier under the 
heading "HAS FIELD DAY BEEN BASTARDIZED?". Some of 
it pertained to Field Day, but most of it seemed to be about 
Club policy and parliamentary procedures, and other parts 
seemed more an attack on certain individuals loosely 
classified as the "rotor group". 


I'd like to address all three facets of the article. First, Field 
Day. Since my first Field Day in 1961, | have considered it 
one of the high points of the Amateur Radio year, perhaps the 
high point. Does emergency equipment get tested? Do 
HAMs get practice setting up in the field in less than ideal 
conditions? Do we find out what our capabilities are "off 
gird"? You bet we do, but in addition to burning the cobwebs 
out of a bunch of gear many of us have decided to keep for 
Field Day, it's just one heck of a lot of fun. It was in 1961. It 
was in 1994. | hope it will be in the year 2020 and there is 
nothing wrong with that. We may provide a valuable resource 
to the community in the event of an emergency, but this is a 
hobby and it should be fun. 


So that is my opinion of what Field Day is/should be; a fun 
way to test/improve our ability to operate under emergency 
conditions. Does that mean we shouldn't look at ways to 
improve our emergency capability including equipment? Not 
by a long shot. My first HAM club in Watertown, SD, had far 
more emergency (Field Day) equipment than MDARC has, 
and not even a tenth of the merribers or treasury. 


As to Club policy and procedure | both agree and disagree. | 
agree that we should have an accounting of Club equipment, 
publishing it in the Carrier may be good too, and appropriate 
items should be available for "check out" by qualified 
members who leave an adequate deposit. However, you say 
it wasn't the membership who voted on $300 to buy the rotors, 
then who was it? Any organization (including this country) is 
run by those who care enough to get involved and get out and 
vote. That's never more than a fraction of the whole group. In 
this case, the majority (by quite a margin) voted for the 
expenditure. Incidentally, the same expenditure was approved 
last year, also by a large majority, but the “powers to be" 
overrode the will of the voters and no purchase was made. 
These were hardly "24 hour rotors”. 


Paul, you are entitled to your opinion and | support that, but 
you were really off base when you accused the "rotor group" 
of being a smail clique working at cross purposes to the Club 
for their own self-centered interests.

FIELD DAY, PUBLIC SERVICE, DISASTERS 
AND MDARC EQUIPMENT

MDARC is undoubtedly one of the largest, if not the largest, 
regularly meeting Amateur Radio clubs in California. We 
have a membership of 550+ with an average attendance for 
club meetings in excess of 100 (without counting auctions or 
the Christmas Party). We have a repeater group and several 
club repeaters. We do many public service events for several 
diverse public service groups throughout the year which gives 
us additional public exposure; and Field Day which is open to 
the public to view us as a club and Amateur Radio as a public 
service and a community activity. The majority of the public 
thinks of us, if they think of us at all, as the guy next store with 
the big antennas. It is time that we get out of the HAM shack, 
garages and club meetings and go public. By this | mean we 
should have booths at the Wainut Festival, the County Fair, 
etc. Have demonstrations and displays at hobby shows and 
school fairs. These should include an operating station with 
HF, VHF, UHF and ATV. | believe that many club members 
will be willing to attend these events, man the booths and 
supply some of the rigs needed to operate them. The big 
stumbling block which has occurred over the years is that no 
one wants to deal with the antennas for many reasons; no 
access to antennas that are not in use, not having the time to 
assemble, erect, disassemble the antennas, mast and rotors. 


With this in mind, and also believing that we should be better 
prepared to respond to disasters, | have submitted the 
following list to the Capital Expenditures Committee: Two 30 
foot masts, 30 foot Rohn tower with base, three rotors, one tri- 
band three element beam, one-15 meter beam, one-10 meter 
beam, and three-100 foot rolls of coax. With the exception of 
the coax, all of this could be purchased from estates or 
donated by members of the club. However, the acquisition of 
these items will allow the club to respond faster in the time of 
disaster and allow the flexibility to put on _ public 
demonstrations. It would also allow the club to insure these 
items for damage or loss and not run the risk of breaking a 
club members personal equipment. 


| would be remiss if | did not address the issue of control of 
these items. MDARC already has an equipment custodian. 
The equipment will be inventoried and remain under the 
control of the equipment custodian who is responsible for its 
location, condition and use.

First, it is a way 
to teach those who aren't involved in Amateur Radio about the 
major role HAM Radio can, and does, play for the 
communities we live in (as well as any other areas our radio 
waves reach). Secondly, it is a way to see just how well- 
prepared we all are to leave home and have the equipment 
and resources necessary to operate for 24 hours nonstop [to 
the best of my _ knowledge, most _ disaster-service 
communicators dont stop by HRO en route to an 
EMERGENCY to buy radios (or other equipment) needed for 
that EMERGENCY, but have it ready-to-go when called out). 


If there were a dedicated MDARC Public Events Trailer, club 
members could use it demonstrating their 
preparedness/ability to respond to future communication 
needs, including ever-important public-service and disaster 
communications (to say nothing of Field Day!)-and the rotors 
in question could have a permanent (and reasonable) home. 
This trailer could even be safely parked at an already- 
established corporation yard in a local city [it makes me proud 
to belong to an organization through whose efforts lives may 
have been saved and others kept from harm: how many 
thousands of dollars is a LIFE worth, anyway?]. 


For those who weren't at the Rocky Ridge Repeater Group 
meeting in May, it was like PULLING TEETH to get anyone to 
volunteer for the VHF and UHF Band-Captain positions for 
Field Day.

Don't be Square! The 
“Half-Square” is where it’s at! ! 


THE HALFSQUARE ANTENNA 
by KN6MC Robert Vogt 


When the novice ticket arrived 
in January of 1993 the 10 meter 
band was in a more cooperative mood than 
it is in today. That very first phone QSO 
was with NSQQK, Bob Ingram, in Vicks- 
burg, Mississippi. We swapped antenna 
stories on 28.423.07 at 2040 UTC on 
January 31, 1993. A fond memory never to 
be forgotten! A phone call to Bill Pope, 
W6TKE, provided the address of NSQOK. 
Soon a makeshift QSL card was on its 
way. Soon the USA map on the wall was 
dotted with pins. A Japan map as well asa 
Canadian and an Australian map soon 
adomed the walls of the ham shack. 


This leads to a discussion of 
the antenna that was put to heavy use 
on 10 meters for a number of months. 
The antenma remains a mainstay on 10 
meters today. The anterma is the half- 
square. It all started from reading an 
advertisement by Antennas West of Provo, 
Utah. After reading the article it was but a 
brief time and my first halfsquare was in 
the mamufacturing stage. Comments made 
in the advertisement by Antennas West are 
supported in a technical building article on 
a halfsquare covering 12 and 17 meters. 
The article was written by N4PC, Paul 
Carr. See page 40 of the September, 1992, 
issue of CQ Magazine. According to 
N4PC the original halfsquare was desig- 
ned by Woody Smith, W6BCH, shortly 
after WWII. Halfsquare antennas are com- 
mercially available for bands down to 80 
metets. 


Before I describe how very 
simple and easy to build the 
halfsquare is let me quote from a couple of 
sources. Antennas West says ‘‘Beats a 
vertical hands down’’, ‘‘You’ll hear the 
halfsquare rejecting signals arriving at 
angles greater than 45 degrees (that means 
signals coming from nearby out to 500 
miles)'*, ‘‘This is a DX-grabbing 
amterma’’. The article in the September,

1992, issue of CQ says ‘‘It is a simple, 


economical DX antemna’’. The article in 
CQ describes an instance where Ben 
Vester, K3BC, had a bobtail curtain which 
suffered a broken horizontal phasing line 
near the center vertical radiator. After the 
mishap apparently great performance 
occurred. This was attributed to the in- 
creased low angle of radiation at the

expense of the gain attibutable to that lost 
third element. 


My halfsquare antenna is a 
permanent placeholder at my 
QTH. Soon I will be building the 12/17 
meter halfsquare as described in the CQ 
article. That design requires stub matching 
which will write another chapter in my 
antenna building career, although I have 
stub matched a couple of 2 meter anten- 
nas. 


Now on to the building of the 
halfsquare. The halfsquare is a horizon- 
tal physical half-wave length of wire with 
a single vertical quarter-wave element 
hanging from each end. Looking at this 
upside down halfsquare from the broad- 
side, the horizontal portion and the right 
vertical section are continuous, with only a 
90 degree bend in the wire at the right 
comer. The left comer is broken. It is at 
this comer that the antenna is fed with 50 
ohm coax, the shield going to the vertical 
element and the center to the horizontal 
section. I put a brick at the base of each of

the two vertical elements to keep things 
nice and straight and true. The antenna is 
strung on each side of that horizontal 
section by cither insulators or other non- 
conductors. Four inch sections of PVC at 
each corer will be the way I 
build future halfsquares. I used 
solid 10 gauge copper clad 
wire which is overkill. For my 
yt to be built 12/17 meter 
halfsquare I will use 14 gauge 
enamel covered wire as I find it to be easy 
to work with As far as height, the bottom 
of my bricks are four feet off the ground.
